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Court to Get Sacramento Assessor's Plan

One important law relating

provides thst hereafter every 
assessor must value all prop­ 
erty at. a publicly announced 
percentage of full market 
value, which percentage musti 
be between 20 and :J5 per 
cent until 1971, when it goes 
to a flat 25 per cent there­ 
after.

The court test will come 
because of a unique situation 
in Sacramento County which 
is attracting statewide and 
national publicity. The new 
elected assessor of that coun­ 
ty has said that she will as-| 
sess all property a'. 100 per! 
cent of its full value because) 
our California Constitution 
requires her to do so. The! 
storm which her proposal has 
aroused is certain to have a 
considerable influence on our' 
work on property taxation at 
the 19B7 session.

As the authority behindj 
her decision, she cites Sec-, 
tion 12 of Article XI of the I 
Constitution, which states.! 
"All property aubject to tax-i 
ation shall be assessed for 
taxation at its full cash 
value". But opponents of her 
idea quote another section of 
the Constitution as support­ 
ing the present practice. Sec­ 
tion 1 of Article X11I states 
in part, "All property in the 
State . . . shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value, to be 
ascertained as provided by 
law."

THE CONSTERNATION
caused by the assessor's pro­ 
posal was widespread. From 
otfices of the Slate Board of 
Equalization came word that 
if she were to put her idea 
into practice there are two 
legal methods the Board 
could use to roll back her as­ 
sessments.

The Sacramento Hoard of 
Supervisors is so concerned 
about the effects of the plan 
that it held a full scale hear­ 
ing on the matsr which was 
televised by the three net­ 
works.
